Shat was a new great festival’ of privileges and of 
techuocratic self-satistaction,with sumptuous expenditures and distin- 
guished proclamations ,while people get entertaimnents: no panem and ma 
ny circenses, verlaps,the choice of Jastille-day was an expression of 
capitalist humour,but it appears certainly as a crude provocation for 
revolutionists. 

July &,a great demonstration and a big public free concert were held 
in place de la sjastille,in Paris,gathering thousanus of people. It was 
indeed a classic Leftist celebration "Against the summit of the Riches" 
July 14, some friends get a joyful initiative in attacking the big pari 


sian jail,la santé ({!),arter a popular ball had been forbidden by the 
Police. The placards said:"Iree all the modern Bastilles",which was ap 
parently no hunour mt all for capitalist authorities! So... Liberty is 
a french fundamental value,isn't it? (See in this bulletin,for a com 
plete report) 

But we want here to tell you about another initiative, TOES,an alter 
native sunnit which hau been hela concurrently with the official one, 
through the solicitation of many international intellectuals, 

TOES dutenuied to show the most pernicious dysfunctions of the socio 
economic system imposed by the experts of the big 7, to give proposi-~ 
tions for another ways of development, to point out existing alterna= 
tives in difterent tields.

Living in France as a refugee since 1974, E. Uriarte 
was sentenced in 1976 to six months to have been catch 
with accountant: documents belonging to ETA organisation. 
In 1985, french administration gave him the statue of 
political refugee. He is considered as the treasurer of 
ETA by the spanish police. 

In 1988, the french State expulsed 27 basque autono- 
mists to Spania; most of them were put immediatly into the 
Spanish prisons whers they ned to suffer special treat- 
ments (isolation, torture...) As a result, 101 actions had 
been leaded against french interests in Spanias 

Before being the land of liberty and human rights, 
french State aim at being the political leader of the 
future Europe: ‘the Europe of business, Europe of COPS, 


Europe of capitalism... 


The 21 th. deeember 1988, in Madrid, J-P Casabonne was 
sentenced to six years of prison just because the spanish 
police found his adress mentionned in a note<book belonging 
to two members of ETA organisation. Moreover, he was 
certainly condamned because he claimed his solidarity with 
the basques refugees, although the documents im charge 
seem to bee be very light. 

At now, he spent two years long in prison, most of the

CORSICA 


After a 15 months truce, the F.L.N.C. (Corse Natio- 
nal Liberation Front) announced, during the Internatioe 
nal Days-—Meeting of Corte, it will certainly renew with 
it policy of armed: struggle"against the multinationals". 
It accuses this companies to have laid hands on the 
national patrimony for Speculative means only (with the 
help of tourism). Ten days later, two electric-generator 
were destroyed by bomb; they were supplying millionaires 
summer-cottages,~in South Corsica. 

The last three political activists still impriso- 
ned were released by 2/3 of their punishement. They 
didn't benefit from the presidential amnisty. Pantaléon 
Alessandri, Pierre Albertini and No81 Pantalacci were 
indicted to have killed J-M. Leccia and S. Cantini in 
their cell, in the prison of Ajaccio by june 1984. This 
two mercenaries were suspected to have been paid so as 
to execute Guy Orsini, a young corse activist which body 
was never discovered. 

To continue the negotiations, the F.L.N.C. was deman- 
ding the french government to released all the corse acti 
vists. At now, french state, corse Syndicates, associa- 
tions and political forces will try to find a political 
issue to corse problem. To follow: the European Island

VIOLENCE AGAINST THE COMITE DES MALS =LOGES 


August 19, the squated building by the "Comité des Mals- 
Logés", Volga St., East Paris, was invested at 3 aem. by 


an eight men commando with gas-masks and battle-dresses,. 
They went quieckly in the squat, draining their bombs of 
tear-gas on walls and in the stairways in fact, this gas 
appeared to be"chlore", a special military material. The 
action lasted few minutes. The police, which was present 
during the incident, and the firemen recommended occu-= 
pants to leave their home 15 days long |! 

Thirty adults and thirty children are living in this 
house since 1987 (Africans, North-Africans and French 
families), waiting for lodging in "HLM" (low rent hou- 
se) for years. This buiding is threaten to expulsion 
for few months, 

If we can easily reject the thesis of a facist action 
(because they might have degrade more like in 1986, 
during the serie of arsons which caused 20 people death) 
on the other hand we could assert they have been paid 
just ‘to scare the squatters. 

Three squated houses evicted in august, one hotel bur- 


ning in Clichy (surbub of Paris)...: struggle will be 


hard for september, 


The 20 the april, four militants belonging to the commu- 
nist organisation "Action Directe", Joélle Aunbron, 


Georges Cipriani, Nathalie Ménigon and Jean-Marc Rouillan 


undertook an hunger strike till their claims are satisfied: 


 -closing of isolation areas and high security 
quarters (all sort of isolation) 

“grouping by the mean of a political statue: li- 
berty tor internal and external communications, grouping 
of all political prisonners in the same prison, liberty 
of aironiation sid meeting, end of the policy of deportati 
tion for activists belonging to a national movement of 
liberation, end of political and linguistic censorship of 
mail, end of restraints for the visiting-—authorizations. 
The four of A.D. took again a movement they had adjourned 
in march 1988 after four months of struggle. 

Since the beggining of the strike, the government position 
had changed. 

At first because agitation is increasing? into french pri» 
sons in 1989: uprising into prisons of St.- Maur and Lyon, 
avitations and movements into the Baumettes at Marseille, 
mostly to protest against the policy of isolation (about 
500 prisonners put under isolation) and against the 
different statues. g 

Moreover in 1989, year of Bieentennary and of human rights 
the french government couldn't take the political risk to 
let succymbing in prison those however it calls terrorists 
(the 18 july thev were put on the drip-feed). 

Mainly if we consider the last trial of A.D. in Paris or 
yon as a political demonstration: first, in enforcing the 
public image of french democraty which admit judging 
"monsters" and, as a consequence. enforce the political 
pacification of the country "droping out" all those who 


oppose radicaly to the socialist State. 


Fhe 18th. july, Judge Villemin in charge of A.D. investi- 
gation decided to leave the isolation's measures. The 
Same day, 15 militants belonging to the supporting com- 
mitee of A.D. prisonners were occupying a newspaper's of- 
fice to denounce the conspiracy of silence on the hunger 


strike. Little time agog without great success, the 
commitee occupied the secratary's office of Human Rights 


in Paris, the llth. july. 
The 20 th. july, the four of Action Directe were put on 
normal custody with limited possibilities of communica- 


tione 


Finally, the 21 th. july, they stopped their hunger strike 


after 91 days.

rians. From the tradition of mutual respect beetween the "Big Bosses"

Years after years, months after months, the movements of prisoners is 
growing in intensity. The 12th. june 1989, in Central prison of Clairv: 
(for heavy punishements), a hundred of prisonners occupied the peniten- 
tiary center to protest against the keepers! attitude; all the rioters 
were catch and most of them were threaten to death or/and seriously 
beaten (few had to suffer Sexual.assaults from the keepers we call in 
slang "maton"=breaking in and overlookers ). | 
This cause a movement of solidarity beBide the walls and in other prisco 
(Fleury-Mérogis, Les Baumettes=Marseille): three days of action with 
hunger strikes, refusing promenade... 

Soon later, in the Central prison of St. Maur, rioters took seven keepe 
hostage the 17 th. july. This prison is appealed to became an hight 
security prison by the future: isolation areas, harder discipline, more 
controls... a prison conceived for terrorits or dangerous prisonners. 
This evolution correspond to the political choices of french governmen 
Which aim at building 13 OOO new places by 1992 in anticipation of the 
growing number of prisonners. Of course, this tendency will be enforce 
Changing the juridical tools of repression: heaviest punishments, safet 
punishements (30 years max.), qualification of the terrorist offence 
(complicity, terrorist meaning), restriction of social rights.. 
Moreover, the keepers! syndicate demand the govdhment dismiss the 
cométees which support the prisonners in struggle; in june, few militan 
had blocked a prison's building-yard in Nanterre while other occupied 

a keepers! mess, 

Last but not the least, an organisation named "Les Enfants du Pére 
Duchesne" ( The Children of Duchesne Father= old satyrical/anarchist 
paper) claimed to have bombed three prisons’ building-yard in the 

the South of France during the 14th, july's night.

BRITTANY / BREIZH 


The A.R.B. (Brittanic Revolutionary Army), armed 
branch of F.L.B. (Liberation Front of Brittany), a move- 
ment dismissed in 1974 after the bomb attack of Versail- 
les! castle, claimed for a transformer destruction in 
Quimper july 18. This- bomb attack was the second to de- 
mand the Nantes'refastening to historical Brittany.About 
half a dozen of attacks have been leaded in Brittany 

. against french interests in 1988. Four activists. of the 
brittanic movement were arrested. At now, two are kept 
in prison. About 20 people were violently arrested as 
they were giving leaflets which demanded the two acti- 
vists' liberation, in july. 

In spite of what we could think about nationalism

of each people, especially if this nations has to en- 
dure the State's repression. . | 


NEW-CALEDONIA I1 


Before giving itself regular structures, the kanak 
movement appeared through spontaneous revolts which were 
hardly repressed by the arrogant colonialist power of 
France. But this. uprisings of despair were already fabri- 
cating a certain consciousness: ef affiliation to a cul- 
ture or a land,destroyed by the whites. On their side, 
Protestant and Catholic. churches finished the "work of 
the french civilization". 

The end of the second world war correspond to the 
birth of the first political movement specific to New- 
Caledonia: the "Rassemblement Social" (Social Assemblee) 
with a majority of communists and the U.I.C.A.L.0. (Union 
of Caledonian Natives Friends of the Liberty in Order), 
more important, entierly directed by christians so as to 


enforce the political control on kanak people. 


Few years later, the Caledonian Union, ruled by a 
majority of white workers, appear on the political scene 
in strikes and social movements: they demanded the right | 


to vote for everybody and equal salaries at the time of | 
nickel boom. 


At the begining of the sixties, N-Caledonia is li- 
ving the age of decolonizations:. most of the melanesian 
isles accede to independence. But the algerian war is 


still present into caldoches conservatives mind. At this 


time, a great part of the french colonists of Algeria 
fleed to New-Caledonia. Of course, they all are radical- 
ly opposed to the idea of independence. | 

The first kanak political structure, the U.M.(Multi- 
racial Union), borned the 29 september 1970, came from 
an U.C. split. Just after may 68 we can see few radical 
groups emerging like the "Red Scarfs" ... 

By 1979, the caledonian movement stabilize itself 
round two leanings: the F.I, (Independentist Front), 
moderate, under catholic and protestant influence, di- 
rected by J-M.Tjibaou, Y. Yeiwéné and E. Machoro. 

a more radical trend animated by the 
Palika (Party of Kanak Liberation) and the F.UeL.K. 
(United Front of Kanak Liberation) which aim at attacking 
french State and local bourgeosie at the same time. 

The 24 september 1984 is the date birth of the F.L. 
N.K.S., consisting of a political alliance beetween U.C., 
F.U.L.K., Palika, U.S.T.K.E. (Union of the Exploited 
Kanak Workers Syndicates), Pierre Declergq Commitee, U.P.M. 
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(Melanesian Progressist Union), L.K.S. (Socialist Kanak 
Liberation) and groups of women. This united Front claim 
for the legitimate rights of the kanak people, for the 
return of their land,and a more equal distribution of the 
national wealth, for the respect of their culture appre- 
hended as a way to built an independente nation based on 


socialism. 


Few months after the Tjibaou's death and one year after 
the "Matignon Agreements" has been signed, the situation 
is going strange in New Caledonia. 

The 4 of may 1989, Jean-Marie Tjibaou, president of 
F.L.N.K.S. and Yéweiné Yéweiné were shoot by members of 
F.U.L.K. Even if the consequences may be disastrous for 
future and the Front unity, this double murder shows 
there are troubles in the independentist movement. First 
because a part ‘of the Front (U.S.T.K.E., F.U.L.K., L.K.S. 
members of Palika ) disagreed with "Matignon, Agreements" 
that were quick signed by Tjibaou; they reproach this 
agreements for selling off some demands of the F.L.N.K.S. 
base and postponing the question of independence in 1998. 
Since a few months, Tjibaou's position was critized, most 
because he was presented as the "unbypassed" leader of 
the Front and as a consequence, the leader of the future 
kanak elite. 

Direct consequence of,this death: the U.C. (Caledo- 
nian Union), Tjibaou's party, is going to strengthen is 
position into the. F.L.N.K.S. and to keep away the most 
radical tendencies. The U.C. is willing to be the only 
sponsor of the "Matignon Agreements", a kind of pacified 
zone made in France,the R.C.P.R. conservative leader, J. 


Lafleur, would like to preserve. 


One year after they've been signed, the "Matignon Agree- 


ments" know their first development. 


First, the setting of a governmental comission, the 
C.I.E. which goals are to help for establishment of micro 
economic projects only for Kanaks. This of course to 
enforce the french policy of integration of the most un- 
fortunate natives. For instance, Aymar Bouanourié, mayor 
of Belep island, who declared is village independent by 
1984, was given by the State a fishery, a service station 
and a bricks' factory . On august 1989 he welcomed Prime 
minister Rocard under the french flag. 

Before the vote of 1998, the State is willing to 
accelerate its policy of financial assistance inside in-~ 
dependist areas: 2,5 milliards/F for 1989 (31,3 milliards 
[E between sept. 88 and june 89), the sending of nex 
civil servants, the building of an hotel structure for 
Australian and Japonese, the making of kanak executives. 
French government is aswell intending to reformate the 


justice which is considered too archaic and partial. 


The french State couldn't afford no longer this situation 
of latent civil war. In giving Kanaks pieces of the 
economical wealth, it enforces its"peacefull" presence 

in New-Caledonia, 

Of course, there are the nickel mines, first fortune 
of the island, there is the future touristic structure 
like in Guadeloupe or in Tahiti, "to stimulate the local 
econony" they say. No real sclution,but few plastering 
sc as to maintain New-Caledonia into the french lap. By 
the future, this part of the world is appealed to be one 
of the most important economical/military point: marine 
working, axis Australia/Japon/Indonesia, military atten- 
dance. 

For few months, France is looking for diplomatic al- 
lianceswith the greatest number of polynesian States so 
to impose itself as a powerfull protective. For example, 
it takes advantage of the Fidji's political isolation 


(expulsed from Commonwealth) to concede the authocratic

Because he promised Vanuatu to reduce the nu- 
clear shoot in Mururoa, Prime minister Rocard appear at 
now as an honourable partner for this kind of little 
States so unstable politicaly. A new period with new me- 
thods for french imperialism which would like to challen- 
ge Camberra on its proper lands or to prevent any local 
alliance with independentists. Mainly if we remember the 
Tahiti's riots which pointed out the problem of the eco- 
nomical dependence and the military “over=-presence", And 


the french Empire in Pacific is so necessary to army. 


And now, how could be the future Kanaky independent.Since 
1979, the F.L.N.K.S. experienced at a local level a sort 
of self-organised structures, in co-operatives, which 
could give a practical idea of applying independence. But 
on a wider scale it will be certainly harder to establish 
a kanak and multi-racial society, on socialist type, 
cleared of capitalism and colonialist exploitation. Accor 
ding to the independentists, this socialist Kanaky shall 
inspired itself from the customary spirit which couldn't 
be compared to the mind of industrialized society like 


France. 


At now, indepentists are facing an other problem: to 
built a united front of class struggle with natives and 
white workers. Original social relationships, sharing of 

the possessions, distribution of works in the production, 
a mille. years society without State’... are the founda- 
tions of the customary right. Not only free symbols but 
real guarantees to avoid the errors in which old colonies 
had sunk just after independence. And what about the emer 
gence of a bureaucraty in case of independence? 

However, the independentist movement is still rea- 
list: "we'll have to stay for a certain period into the 


french sphere... the weight of colonialism can't be blot | 


out with one revolution."
